The h3 New Hampshire note dated June 1, 1756, Number 196, is 
in my opinion genuine. It does not seem to be torn in half. The 
signatures are excellent and I believe that with great care you can 
remove the scotch tape from the back. It has writing on one edge of 
the back which I cannot read except for the word December. 

I would first soak it in room temperature water for approxi- 
mately four days to see if the scotch tape will come off. This will 
leave the gnm still there and there are a whole group of chemicals which 
can be used hopefully to remove the gum. Sometimes it comes off and 
sometimes it doesn’t. 

I am enclosing a photocopy of an identical genuine bill of the 
same issue, #5320, You will see that the signatures are identical even 
though in a different juxtaposition.

Thank you very much for your good wishes concerning the Money 
Museum* As to the 1747 Act which you sent me, you will note in my book 
that I mentioned that there were 18 Acts in the late 1840 period during - 7 
which inflation was out of control in Massachusetts, You have one of 
them which is exceedingly complex in its effect and X cannot recommend 
that you read all of these laws or try to make sense out of them. 

You say that you often wondered v;hy no paper money was issued 
after the 1744 issue and until 1775 except the small change bills. The 
reason was primarily that the English Parliment passed an Act effective 
September 29, 1751 restricting all New England issues. This is described 
in the Introduction of my book. 

I hope the foregoing answers your inquiry.

The two shilling six pence Connecticut note redated May 1713 is damaged through 
the middle to such an extent that I cannot exactly be sure what it is. It 
should not have the monogram because those are not on the low plate of the 1713 
issue. It does have the denomination in the top border. It cannot be the 1713 
issue because it has a printed back. I conclude that it is May 1729 which had 
the same face plates as the prior issues. The price of $2000 to $2500 is a 
difficult one to judge because I do not know how much of the note is really there. 
Please read carefully page 62 of my book and you will understand the basis of my 
thinking. 

It is very nice for you to consider coming to Worcester for my talk at the Society 
in June and it would be even better if collectors like you went along on the 
ANA trip.
